3-Power Talks on 


German Industry 


Washington. Aug. 21 —(AP) — 


Russia has protested the propos- 
ed American - British - French 
conferences on raising the level of 
German industry.

British Ultimatum 


London, Aug. 21 —(AP)—Brit- 


am delivered aji ultimatum today 
to the -1.400 Jewish refugees oft 
France: Disembark by tomorrow 
afternoon or be transported

Germany. 


The Jews are aboard three Brit- 


ish ships which have been oil 
Marseille for three weeks. They 
tried to land in Palestine a month 
ago from the immigrant ship "Ex- 
odus 19-17". 


The Jews will be taken to the 


Bergen- Belsen displaced persons 
canxp if the ultimatum is ignored, 
a spokesman for the internation- 
al refugee organization said at 
Hamburg, in the British occupa- 
tion xone of Germany. 


"Crime AgnlnM lluiiuinity" 
A Jewish agency spokesman in 


Jerusalem called the news shock- 
ing. He said disembarking of these 
refugees at Hamburg would be 
"a crime against humanity". 


The Jews said last night they 


would go on a hunger strike 
If 


they were not permitted to enter 
the Holy Land. They were placed 
aboard the three ships off Haifa 
after a battle with British board- 
ing parties, mid returned July 29 
to Franco, where they began their 
voyage. They have refused ever 
since to disembark and have re- 
jected a French offer of hospital- 
ity.

plus expected for the fiscal year 
ending; next June 30 should go to 
debt retirement and to a stand-by

Berlin — The 
Kaiser 
Wilhelm 


Scientific Institutes, which pro- 
vided much 
of the 
scientttic 


brains behind Hitler's xvar ma- 


- chines, have 
turned again 
to 


peaceful research work. 


But whereas they once had mil- 


lions of marks and the best pos- 
sible equipment to work with, to- 
day they are operating on a shoe- 
string. 


With limited 
equipment 
and 


often in bomb battered laboiator- 
ies, German scientists are search- 
ing into the mysteries of cancer, 
into silicosis which us a heavy kill- 
er among- miners and stone work- 
ers, juvenile delinquency, psychia- 
try and a host of other public 
welfare problems. 


Research 
into anything- of a 


possible war potential value is ta- 
boo. Allied research control offi- 
cers pop into the. Kaiser Wilhelm 
institutes 
regularly 
to check 


what's going 
on 
Every 
four 


months the German 
scientists 


must submit 
reports on what 


they've accomplished, what they're 
doing and what they intend to do. 


"Their toughest problem is to 


catch up with the 
rest ot the 


world". C. H. Nordstrom, head 
of American 
Military 
Govern- 


ment's blanch ""cii contiol of scien- 
tific research, said. "The six year 
war yeais are a blank because 
theie was no influx of foreign lit- 
eratuie. 


"By and laige, they are way 


behind. This is particularly true 
in medicine While German re- 
searchers are busily engaged in 
worthwhile projects in medicine, 
for example, they are unhappy 
because they don't know whether 
their woik already has been done. 


''In addition, the whole ques- 


tion of patent rights is a terrific 
drag. This is not so true in medi- 
cine where the scientists are will- 
ing to do any amount of unre- 
warded work for puolic welfare 
In industrial research, however, 
it is a different story- and at the 
moment the German scientist or 
inventor has no patent piotec- 
tion". 


We don't have the money now 


to train young scientists", said one 
German researcher. 
"We 
even 


think twice whether to use a cer- 
tain chemical in our tests". 


At the peak of its development, 


the Kaiser Wilhelm society 
had 


53 institutes, experimental 
sta- 


tions, observatories and endowed 
chairs in universities. There were 
established 
throughout 
Germany 


and even in foreign countries such 
as Austria, Italy, Bulgaria, Greece 
and Brazil. There still are 
35 


institutes. 


The war scattered most of the 


institutes from the main center in 
Berlin. Libraries were evacuated. 
Many professors moved their sec- 
tions to the west to escape the 
bombings. Records were lost. Tech- 
nical equipment was removed by 
the Russians. 


Aryanization by the Nazis, then 


denazification by the Allies cut 
off the staff sharply. A number 
of the buildings, which were vu- 
tually undamaged by the war, 
have been requisitioned by the 
occupation authorities. 


"The Kaiser Wilhelm institutes 


ate treated just 
as any other 


scientific body without receiving 
any special consideration", one 
American orficial said. "We are 
placing no obstacles in their way 
aside from the check to determine 
that they do not develop anything 
that would have a war potential".

Red Cross Seeks 


Blood Donations 
for All Hospitals 


By.JANE KABS 


Washington — The 
blood of 


Pennsylvania miners, Wall Street 
bankers. Iowa farmwives, Holly- 
wood stars and D. C government 
girls saved the lives of millions 
on the front lines of our world- 
encircling 
battlefields 
during 


World War II. 


The wartime 
program was a 


spectacular success. Now the Red 
Cross is embarking on a peace- 
time program to provide blood 
and its derivatives to the nation's 
hospitals without cost for all the 
people. 


Some 6.600.000 persons, 
aver- 


aging 
two pints each, 
donated 


blood during the war years. 
By 


January 1945 each week 100.0UU 
persons — church groups, labor 
unions, students, housewives and 
soldiers and sailors — were giv- 
ing "blood at the 35 donor centers 
or to the 63 mobile collecting un- 
its which the Red Cross was op- 
erating throughout the 
country 


for this purpose. 


This project, the largest singly- 


controlled medical understanding 
in history, started out in a small 
way back in 1941. 


The surgeons g-eneral of 
the 


Army and Navy had 
requested 


I the Red Cross and the National 


j Research Council to cooperate in 
collecting human blood to be pro-1 
cesseci into dried plasma 
and 


used by the army and navy medi- 
cal departments, 
chiefly in com- 


bating traumatic shock. 


Such shock frequently follows 


severe injuries, loss of blood or 
burns and is accompanied by an 
alarming fall in blood 
pressure 


and general collapse of the 
pa- 


tient. Blood transfusion had been 
the essential feature 
in 
shock 


treatment. 


New properties of Wood were 


then discovered. Their usefulness 
in a wide variety of diseases be- 
came revealed. 


Plasma can be preserved for 


one 
year 
in the liquid 
state. 


Better still, it can be frozen and 
kept at least three years. 
But, 


best of all for modern military 
use. it can be dried and later dis- 


solved 
in water. Its life-giving 


power can be held in dry 
form 


for five years In intense heat or 
cold, and there is no need for ex-

On the basis that any beneficial 


knowledge that 
can be 
gamed 


from war should be turned to the 
aid of all people in time of peace, 
the Red Cross is embarking on its 
new program. ' 


The Red Cross will 
seek an 


estimated ultimate peak of 3,700,- 
000 blood donations 
annually. 


The program is headed by Vice 


Adm. Ross T. Mclntire, 
war- 


time Navy surgeon general and 
former 
White House physician 


The program was approved by the 
Red Cross Board of Governors at 
a meeting in 
Cleveland 
a few 


months ago. 


Dr. Mclntire points out that the 


source or blood is confined to the 
veins of people. It cannot be com- 
pounded or manufactured as are 
certain other biological products, 
medical .supplies and drugs. 


Dr. Mclntire estimates 
that 


when the program gets 
under 


way one person in every 35 will 
have to give blood at least once a 
year to supply the need. 


It will take time—three to five 


years—before reaching

It will also take 
money. The cost for the first year
